Presidént .Coolidge, who favors Amer- 
fean entrance into the Wérld Court, de< 
‘elared. his ‘acceptance of the general 
proposal advanced by. Senator Borah 
that the United States should not. inter- 
fere in the affairs of Latin republics. 
Tne coal situation, as the most’ far- 
reaching problem before him and one 
that contains economic and political 
angles, is the foremost question now 
under consideration. Mr. Coolidge/indi- 
cated today that he was giving it earnest 
thought, but. did-not intend to interfere 
in the .miners’ and operators’ dispute 
at this juncture, although he was pre- 
. pared to exert the pressure of the Fed- 
eral Governmefit, representing public 
opinion, when the efforts of the dis- 
putants were exhausted. He’-feels that 
.if the Government stepped in now, -be- 
fore the miners and operators had come 


to an absolute deadlock in their nego- 


“tiations, it would do-more harm than 
good. : : 
The threatening coal strike not only 
has\ an important bearing upon the in- 
“terests of the public but now is inject- 
It is feared by 
Pennsylvania Republican politicians that 
. Governor Pinchot may take a,hand in 
the situation before the Federal Ad- 
ministration, which, if it proves suc- 
‘ ceasful, will weigh against the Repub- 
‘lican Party nationahy and. may elect 
Governor Pinchot Senator from Penn- 
sylvania next year to succeed Senator 
Pepper. The latter is anxious ‘to see 
the Federal Government become active 
as soon as conditions demand, so as to 
forestall any action’ Governor Pinchot 
may be considering. 


Expect Pinchot to Enter Primary._ 


“Reports received here from Pennsyl- 
Vania are that Governor Pinchot. in- 
tends.to enter the primary against Sen- 
ator_Pepper and that his issue will be 
settlement of the coal strike. Such a 
development, and. the possibility that 
Mr. Pepper may have opposition from 
the regular faction in his party, might 
bring about a duplication of the guber- 
~natorial contest when Mr. Pinchot was 
elected in a three-cornered fight against 
the machine: 

Senator. Pepper is scheduled to come 
here on Aug. 1 to present the political 
and economic: aspects of the’ strike ‘to 
President Coolidge and advise him to 
. be ready to act by the middle of Au- 
gust, by which time, if the Government 
hopes to prevent the miners stopping 
work on Sept. 1, it is held, an effective 
plan must be put into operation: The 
coal question and the World Court will 
be discussed, but President Coolidge has 
summoned Senator Pepper chiefly to 
get his advice on the plans of the Fed- 
eral Government to prevent a strike, 

As to prohibition enforcement, Presi- 
dent Coolidge reiterated his view that 
General Andrews, Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury in charge of prohibi- 
tion enforcement, should have a free 
hand, unhampered by political pressure, 
in the organization of the Government 
prohibition forces. ‘The President has 
noted the troubles encountered by Gen- 
eral Andrews in his reorganization 
plans, and’ while things have not come 
to such a pass as to require Executive in-

COL. GALLAGHER QUITS 
ARMY AFTER 45 YEARS 


Wor Praise as Hero of Martinique 
Relief and Chief Quartermaster 
of Siberian Expedition. 

Colonel Hugh J. Gallagher of the 
Quartermaster Corps of the United 
States Army, hero of the relief expedi- 
tiga to the Island of Martinique in 1902, 
retired yesterday at the age of 64, after 
forty-five years of active service. 

In the -army Colonel Gallagher was 
known as ‘‘a man for emergencies.” 
After the Martinique disaster he was 
sent to New Zealand and Australia by 
Major Gen. Leonard Wood to obtain a 
dependable supply‘of beef for the troops 
in the Philippines. 


“When the United States entered the 
World War he was at first, made Quar- 
termaster for the Southeastern Depart- 
ment of the army. But later he was se- 
lected as Chief Quartermaster of the 
Siberian Relief Expedition and won 
much commendation for his work there. 

In @ letter yesterday to Colonel Galla- 
gher on the occasion of his retirement, 
Major Gen. ‘WilHam’H. Hart, Quarter- 
master General of the Army, said: “‘You 
have made a record of forty-five -years 
of patriotic and ‘efficient service to the 
nation. I wish the story of your army 
service. could be - flashed. -before every 
officer starting upon his career. Your 
service has been loyal and faithful as 
well as efficient. You have considered 
duty .first, and individual preferment 
second. . Your loyalty has been such that 
nothing could stand between you and 
these whom you served. 

**You have a.record of. which any. of- 
ficer may be proud: the Martinique 
earthquake catastrophe in the French 
West Indies, the Cuban campaign, ——

SIMONS WON ONE POINT. 


Decision on Appéal Permits His Suit 
to Proceed on Its Merits. 


Messrs. House,.Grossman & Vorhaus, 
attorneys for the International Printing 
Pressmen‘and Assistants’ Union, said 
yesterday that the decision of the Court 
of Appeals in the case of David Simons 
affected only the procedure in the case, 


and has no effect upon the merits of 
the case itself. Leo J. Rosen of the firm 
thus explained the decision: 

“The action was brought’ by Simons 
against the International. Union after 
he had voluntarily given up his mem- 
bership under a written agreement in 
that union, and in New York Local 25, 
which lost its charter because of the 
illegal newspaper strike called by it. 
Simons sued for an. injunction, and .a 
preliminary injunction was granted tim 
by Justice Giegerich, which on appeal 
last year was unanimously reversed by 
the Appellate Division. No further ap- 
peal was taken: 

‘“‘Thereafter a motion was made by 
the defendant to dismiss the complaint 
upon the ground that it failed to state 
facts constituting a cause of action. 
Justice Crain, at Special Term, denied 
the motion, which on appeal was unan- 
imously. reversed by the Appellate Di- 
vision. The Court of Appeals, however, 
revérsed the /Appellate. Divisién and 
holds that the complaint does state a 
eause of action. This decision \ passes 
only on the complaint and has no effect 
upon the merits of the case itself. 

‘“‘The case has never been placed upon 
a calendar for trial, or -ever noticed for 
trial, and. no verdict. has ‘been given in 
favor of elther side. ‘The defendant has 
not -yet served an answer, so that any 
— to the effect that Simons has 
won his fight for membership is abso- 
lutely untrue.”’ 


HUNGRY, RAIDED POOR BOX. 


Police Find Man Kneeling in Church 
and Buy a Meal for Him. ' 


Shortly after 2 A. M. yesterday, Mer. 
F. J. O’Hara, pastor of St. James’s Pro’ 
Cathedral at Jay and Chapel Streets, 
Brooklyn, was awakened by. the ringipg 
of an alarm attached to the poor boxes 
of the church. He telephoned to Police 
Headquarters, and Detective James Dia- 
mond and several policemen from the 
Poplar Street station harried to the 
church. 

The men quickly surrounded the edi- 
fice, while Diamond made a'search. On 
the Chapel Street side he found a. win- 
dow open‘and a pair of. shoes.on the 
ground: beneath the window. Diamond 
and some of the policemen entered 
through the window.and with revolvers 
in their hands went through the church, 
They found a man kneeling in prayer at 
the altar rail. The man made ‘no’ resis- 
tance when placed under arrest. 

At the station he said he was Anthony 
Bgli, 27 years old, and that he had no 
home and was out of employment. He 
said that a week he was-~ released 
from Snake Hill.Penitentiary, New Jer- 
sey; after serving eighteen months for 
possession of burglar tools. Since then 
he. said he had very little to éat and 
was starving. He admitted taking $1.52 
from the poor box. 

The policemen were so impressed witti 
the man’s story that. they bought him a 
substantial meal. Later he was -ar- 
raigned in Adams’ Street Police. Court 
and held until his story is investigated.

Justice Levy fined the Bishop and the 
lawyer $250 each and orderéd that, un- 
less they turn over the Cathedral to 
Archbishop Platon and his . followers 
within five hours after~they are served 
with copies of the. order, they. shall be 
committed to jail for thirty, days. 

This is the latést development in a 
struggle of years for the leadership of 
the Russian Orthodox Catholic Church 
in America and: for possession - of 
properties, As early\as November, 1923, 
Archbishop Platon caused to be ejected 
from the church John F. Kedrovsky, a 
Russian priest, who said he came to 
take - possession of all the. Russian 
Church properties \in.: the of 
North America, then valued at about 
$3,000,000. 

Mr. Gluck,: late yesterday afternoon, 
said he had not been served with a copy 
of the order.. Should he be: served to- 
day, he added, he and;the Bishop prob-

“Can you imagine a Bishop — 
Sunday in prison?’’ Mr. Gluck asked. 
“Of course. I shall appeal at once. Jus- 
tice Levy-has more than once taken just 
such drastic steps as this.’’ 

Supréme Court Justice Ford some time 
ago, by decree, declared Archbishop 
Rodzestvensky. Metropolitan in this 
country. Bishop Phillipovsky declared 
last May that he had been made Bishop 
and began court action to get possession 
of the church property. 

A motion for summary — on } 
the ‘pleadings was —— in May, and 
a default was taken before Supreme 
Court Justice Richard P. Lydon. Thomas 
H. Mahoney, attorney for Archbishop 
Rodzestvensky, obtained an order June 
15 from: Supreme Court Justice Tierney 
for a temporary stay of all proceedings 
until his motion to open the default 
should be heard. The stay was contin- 
ued by Justice Levy. 

July 1, while the stay was still opera- 
tive, Bishop Phillipovsky, Mr.. Gluck, 
Captain Gegan of the Police’ Bomb 
Squad and several of his’ men forced 
their way into the cathedral and evicted 
Bishop Rodzestvensky. Following that 
action ‘Mr. Mahoney asked that. the 
Bishop.and the attorney be adjudged 
guilty of contempt for disobeying the 
stay granted by Justice Tierney. When 
the ¢ase was argued before Justice Levy 
July 3 che: criticized Mr.. Gluck severely. 


Justice Levy Scores Lawyer. 


In his opinion yesterday Justice Levy 
outlined the story of the appearance at 
the church of Bishop Phillipovsky, Mr. 
Gluck and the police. He said the latter 
might be frée from responsibility as they 


were present merely to preserve the 
peace.. The opinion continues: 

‘“‘Whatever excuse\\there may: -be for 
the conduct of Bishop Adam, a for- 
eigner, probably unacquainted with the 
processes of our courts and likely acting 
by advice of counsel—although this is 
not claimed—it. certainly ¢an be of no 
avail to Attorney Gluck. 

“His course of conduct is positively 
reprehensible. It “may be said to be 
aggravated by the fact that after he 
had notice of the decision opening the 
default and vacating the judgment; he 
still failed to evince any intent to make 
proper reparation for: his contumacious 
activities, ‘. On the contrary he boldly 
declared to the attorney for the moving 
party that, no matter what the decision 
might be, his client nevertheless would 
remain in possession of the property. 
Of such effrontery it is hard to con- 
ceive.” 

Mr. Gluck declared last night that the 
Justice could not order him to give up 
the church property as he does not 
possess it. He continued: 

“Bishop Phillipovsky wHl never give 
up posséssion of the property on account 
of me, or to kéep me out of jail. I 
would not let him and he could not if 
I would, not even if the Supreme Court 
decided against him. It is quite the 
vogue nowadays to tell people they can’t 
run their. own religions.’’ }

The temporary injunction was 
granted on affidavits alleging violence 
by, pickets zene unioni-members, » <. 

Monroe, -Goldwater, attorney for ‘the 
International Tailoring Company, asked 
Justice Churchill for permission to: sub- 
mit new affidavits on the difficulties of 
his client with-the’union, but Mr. Steuer 
Objected that the question of —— 
the temporary injunction should be de⸗ 
termined on. the affidavits already filed. 
Justice. Churchill reserved decision on 
this application, and also on the moti 
to continue the injunction’ and the 
counter-motion of the union for a re- 
straining order against the manufac- 
turers. 

It. was alleged by the union in ‘its 
counter-petition that the Chicago. -com- 
pany broke off relations with the Amal-

He 
stood off and measured the distance be- 
tween his right fist and Burke’s chin 
deliberately an then cut-loose with all 
the power in his broad shoulders. But 
when. the, blow landed Burke was still 
on his feet and fighting back. 

Delaney could make Burke’s knees 
sag, he could rock Burke’s head on his 
shoulders, he could have Burke leaning 
against the ropes, but at the end of each

Seldom has a fighter taken as much 
punishment and remained conscious to 


tell about the end. The gong found 
Burke weak and tottering almost every 


cuperate in the rest periods and Delaney 
had to start all over again when he left 
his corner. 

It looked as if there would be a quick 
ending to the battle at the-start. De- 
laney dropped Burke with a right to the 
jaw soon after the first round opened, 
but. the rugged Westerner was up at 
once.

The United States Trust Company, as 
trustee, acted for the Fisher estate. 

The Fisher family is selling the prop- 
erty after an ownership dating back to 
Civil War days.

Many other old 
New York families occupied the luxuri- 
ously equipped suites. 

The Normandie is the second Broad- 
way hotel that Mr. Lefcourt will soon 
turn ‘over to the wreckers.

Text of Prescribed Oath. 


The oath prescribed by the Treasury 
for its employes reads: 

“I do solemnly. swear (or affirm) that 
I’ will support and defend the’ Cénstitu- 
tion of the United States against all ené- 
mies, foreign and domestic: that I will 
bear true faith. and allegiance to the 
same; that Dtake this obligation freely, 
without any mental —— or pur⸗ 
pose. of avaslon. And that I will well 
and faithfully discharge the duties of 
the. office’ on which T-am about to enter; 
so help me, God’ 

Provision is made in the o 
tence of the oath for using’ either “the 
words ‘‘swear’’ or °‘ ‘affirm,'* because 
certain sects, notably the Society. of 
Friends, are ‘prevented from employing 
the word \“‘swear.’””
